Soil Reserve Plan 
Begun By Ag Group 


“County ASC committees 
have begun taking 1958 con- 
servation reserve contracts,” 
states County Agricultural 
Agent M. U. Mounts. "Major 
changes have been made in the 
program to encourage farmers 
to place whole farm units under 
contract and emphasize forestry 
and wildlife practices,” he said. 

He went on to point out that 
the conservation reserve is the 
longtime phase of the Soil 


Bank's two programs, 


In announcing the [958 pro- 


E 


gram, Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Marvin L. McLain 
said, "The changes that have 
been made in the 1958 conser- 
vation reserve should result in 
an increasing diversion of cur- 
rently used cropland to con- 
servation uses. Among the addi- 
tional incentives being offered 
farmers to divert more land to 
conservation uses, is an authori- 
zation under the 1958 program 
for County Agricultural Stabili- 
aztion and Conservation com- 
mittees to increase annual pay- 


ment rates, where such in- 
creases can be justified, for 
land to be planted to forest 


trees and for whole farms re- 
tired from production." 

As in last year’s conservation 
reserve, types of payment re- 
main the same. First there is a 
cost-sharing payment (up to 80 
percent) made the year the 
farmer applies the conservation 
measure; the second type is an 
annual per-acre rental payment 
each year the land is under con- 
trol.
